State, Checking Up 
On ‘Stable’ Supplies 


TALLAHASSEE — Comptroller 
J. M. Lee, head of a department 
responsible for examining and aud- 
iting all state accounts, wrinkled 
his forehead in puzzlement. He 
didn't have any idea why his office 
had spent $1.25 during the last 
fiscal year on forage, stable and 
animal supplies—but he was going 
to find out immediately. 

The expenditure was recorded in 
his annual report’ on ‘Florida fi- 
nances along with millions of dol- 
lars spent on such items as sup- 
port of state institutions and sal- 
aries of state employes. 

Lee dispatched one of his audi- 
tors to track down the item and 
told.a querying reporter he shared 
the curiosity of the press. The 
auditor returned. It seemed the 
comptroller's office wasn’t harbor- 
ing any animals on the quiet. A 
negro errand boy had felt the need 
of a new strap for his. mail bag. 
He was authorized to get one so 
he went shopping and found a 
horse’s hitching rein would serve 
the purpose nicely. + 

He bought it, charged- it, and 
the store duly submitted its state- 
ment, billing the state for one rein, 
The auditor who handled the item 
cast about for a suitable catagory 
in which. to place: it and decided 
upon “forage, stable and animal 
supplies.” 

So the alien listing showed up in- 
the ‘annual expenditures of a de- 
partment constitutionally commit- 


ted to. “examining, ‘auditing, ad- f; 


justing and setting the accounts of 
all officers of the state.” 
Another interesting outlay was 
made by the 1945 legislature which 
spent $50 on “bushes and shrubs.” 
These turned out to be ‘potted 
plants used to decorate the senate 
and house chambers on the open- 
ing day of the session. 
Meanwhile, the department of 
education splurged $1.50 on. struc- 
tural metals and ran up its dis- 
bursements by another fifty cents 
for “lumber and wood products.” 
Nearly all departments were 
conservative in their purchases of 
“fibér and textile products,” ‘with 
the comptroller’s office perhaps 
being the most economical in this 
regard. Lee's office parted ‘with 
20 cents for articles made of cloth.
